August 12, 1965, he asked for "some information as to the nature 
of^jour party, its policies, etc., as I am very interested in finding 
out all about your program." They sent him a pamphlet called "The 
Sooialist ’Workers Party -- What II Is, What It Stands For," and other 
material.

September 1, 1963, he asked them "how I can get into direct con- 
tact with S.W.P. representatives in the Washington D.C. -Baltimore area. 
I and my family are moving to that area in October. As you know, there 
is no S.W.P. branch in the New Orleans area where I have been living." 

On November 5, 1962, Farrell Dobbs, its National Secretary, wrote 
Oswald about his application for membership and saying that their con- 


stitution requires a minimum of 5 members before a branch can be formed.

They suggest that he might find subscribers to the Militant. 

110 apparentxy wrote them about his work with reproductions, sending 
samples, for under date of December 9, 1962, from Bob Chester, he got a 
letter asking for more information about what Oswald might be able to 

do but saying that, because of the pressures, their work has to be done 


locally.
